Continued from page 1 American into space, Alan Shepard, was static tested as the last
step before his 1961 flight.

In 1986, the U. S. Department of the Interior’s National Park
Service designated four Marshall Center facilities as National
Historic Landmarks. On July 15, 1987, a fifth designation was
announced. The first four
facilities are the Redstone Test
Stand, Propulsion and Structural
Test Facility, Saturn V Dynamic
Test Stand, and Neutral Buoyancy
Simulator. The Saturn V on
display at the U.S. Space &
Rocket Center represents the fifth
designation.

Designation as a National
Historic Landmark automatically
places a property in the National
Register of Historic Places and
extends special safeguards and
benefits provided by federal law.
The purpose of National Historic
Landmark designation is to
identify and recognize nationally
significant sites.

“Landmarks are chosen after
careful study by the National Park
Service,” Allen said. "They are
evaluated by the National Park
System Advisory Board and

Allen won first place in the Southeast Region category.

Allen learned about the contest last summer. “I had hoped
Marshall could submit a photograph taken by the Center’s
professional Imaging Services team,”
he said. “That team has taken some _
fantastic photos of our Marshall
landmarks. Unfortunately, the rules
prohibited submitting photos taken by a
professional.”

The photographer also had to use a
35mm single-lens reflex camera.

Allen became interested in photog- &t
raphy during college. “I used most of
what | saved from my first college job
to buy my first real camera,” he said. I
think it cost about $100.”

Now an architect, Allen’s photo-
graphic interests naturally relate to
buildings and their details.
